• Remarks 

(Regarding Claims 1 and 9) 

The cited documents 1 and 2 describe a configuration in which a 
package includes at least one corner having a recessed portion. 
Particularly, in the cited document 1, it is explained that a solid-state image 
device and a lens block are positioned with projections of the lens block 
being in contact with the recessed portions. 

It is perceived that a configuration in which an end face of a 
recessed portion includes a linear portion would be carried out normally by 
a person skilled in the art for the purpose of accurate positioning. 
(Regarding Claims 2 to 6) 

The cited document 3 describes a solid-state image device in which a 
package includes side ends each having a recessed portion for positioning. 
The cited document 3 discloses that linear portions of the recessed portions 
are formed of a member for patterning, and that after through holes with 
rectangular shapes are formed in sheets so as not to be positioned on virtual 
parting lines, a laminate of the sheets is divided along the virtual parting 
lines to form the recessed portions. 
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As described in the cited document 4, it is perceived that the idea of 
performing positioning using two recessed portions as described above, 
which are provided at one side could be arrived at easily by a person skilled 
in the art. 

(Regarding Claims 7 and 8) 

It is perceived that a plurality of pins for positioning disclosed in the 
cited document 4 correspond to the first and second projections of the 
positioning jig. 
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
